T\IPLOMACY SUSPENDED 

Anglo-American activity in China has 
taken on a decidedly bellicose aspect. Di- 
plomacy seems to have been suspended, or 
at least deferred, for the time, and in its 
place there is a resort to arms. This is 
greatly to be regretted, but it would seem 
that the only way to get right ideas into the 
heads of Chinese officials is by shooting 
such ideas out of a cannon. China began 
these hostile gestures, and China must be 
made to suffer for them. 

Twice of late American gunboats have 
been fired upon by the Chinese, and each 
time our gunners have returned the fre, 
with whkt result has not been fully report- 
ed as yet, but it must have heen disastrous 
to the Chinese. Britain has wrought great 
havoc at Wanhsien following the mad gun- 
nery practice there in which her vessels 
were made targets, At latest accounts she 
was threatening to complete the reduction 
of that town unless certain cargo boats 
commandeered by the Chinese should be 
released. This local battling may be only 
a beginnins of what may be reported from 
the Yangtze before the Chinese shall come 
to their senses. The foemen of the Amer- 
ican and Dritish forces no longer are con- 
sidered as mere brigands or guerrillas. We 
are actually fighting China, though war has 
not been declared. 

Briefly told, the Chinese situation ts this: 
Wu Pel-Fu and Chang Tso-Lin have failed 
to form the expected political alliance 
which would have given Peking the con- 
trol of China. The so-called retreat of 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, “the Christian general,” 
never really took place. Feng's army with- 
drew in good order and is in Mongolia, evi- 
dently awaiting the result of Wu's engage 
ments with the Red army of Chang Ka- 
Shek, now sweeping up from Canton and 
not far from the gates of Peking. Sun 
Chuan Fang is battling with one wing of 
the Red army near Kiu-Kiang to save the 
provinces of which he is overlord, but the 
Reds seem to be too many for him and are 
pouring tn by the trainload, while one large 
command has proceeded as far north as 
the northern Hupeh border and is within 
uncomfortable proximity to Peking. 

Meanwhile foreigners are fleeing from 

the Yangtze Valley and other parts of Chi- 
ma to safer places. All foreign interests 
in China, the source of so much prosperity 
for that country in the years of peace, are 
falling into ruin. British commerce has 
ceased, with losses of hundreds of millions 
of dollars already, and more losses to come. 
American commercial interests, though of 
less material importance, also are suffer- 
ing, and American missionaries in many 
parts of China feel no security for their 
lives or property. 
It has been found necessary to continue 
the conditions of extraterritoriality, so 
hateful to the Chinese, until the civil war 
shall cease and a government of some sort 
is established. 
One finds it dificult to reconcile the re 
ports of Red conquest in China with the 
assertions of the American Minister, John 
Van A. MacMurray, now at Shangha!. when 
he says that China is in no danger of adopt. 
ing Communism, but that the real danger 
is that her people will adopt Russian ideas. 
Mr. MacMurray is on the ground and should 
know whereof he speaks, but from this dis 
tance it would seem that Red conquest in 
China can mean but two things and these 
are Communism and chaos. This might 
make impossible the development of a sta- 
ble government in China for several gen- 
erations. 


GIANT AMONG JOURNALS 

The phenomena! success of the New 
York Times, today commemorating its sev- 
enty-fifth anniversary both as a newspa- 
per and as an advertising medium, has 
demonstrated beyond argument that, to ac 
quire and to hold in numbers the better 
class of newspaper readers, it is unneces 
sary to adopt either of the extreme methods 
which have characterized the modern race 
for circulation among newspapers which 
seemingly exalt the press run above all 
other assets. 

One of these methods Is the studied ap- 
peal to the lower instincts and appe‘ites 
of human nature, as exemplified in the over- 
exploitation of crime news, “sex stuff,” 
scandal, suggestive art and yellow sensa 
tionalism generally. A minor manifestation 
of this saffron complex is the use of box- 
car type in head and streamer lines, day 
in and day out, whether the news jus*.fles 
it or not. 

The other expedient, less objectionable 
but certainly marking a departure from 
good newspaper practice, is the tendency 
to turn a newspaper into a sort of second. 
rate daily magazine through the overuse 
of features, on the theory that each new 
one will appeal to and perhaps add a per 
manent new group of readers. This prac 
tice has advanced to a point where it is 
not unusual to see a newspaper devote 
more than half its available reader space 
to matter having nothing to do with news. 
Distinctive as has been the stand of The 
Times on these cardinal points of newspa- 
per content and financially successful as 
has been that policy, it is elsewhere that 
is to be found the most valuable contribu 
tion of that great newspaper to its profes- 
sion, to its community and to the world. 
The New York Times, perhaps more than 
any other metropolitan newspaper of its 
generation, has subordinate: self-service 
to public service and, paradoxical as it may 
appear, has thereby served its own inter- 
ests as it could by no othe: means have 
done. The Times has made it the princti- 
pal object of Its existence to serve its read- 
ers with complete, truthful, uncolored news, | 
well-selected, well-edited and editorially in- 
terpreted from the standpoint of honest 
public policy rather thay from that of pr. 
vate interest. The charge, too often and 
too truthfuliy made against modern news 
papers, that they are run by and for their 
business offices, has less justification in the 
case of The Times than in most American 
newspapers. 

That policy, and the general public rec 
ognition of it, bas brought to The Times 
a degree of popular confidence and patron 
age which few newspapers have enjoyed 
It is the fruit of that policy which has 
made possitle the expansion of The Times 
to become one of the world’s greatest me

gross income is about $25,000,000. It has 
risen year by year and victory by victory 
to its present place of authority.
